VANCOUVER. April U— Fifty-eight 
miles of construction work north of 
French Creek, east coast of Vancouver 
Island, will be begun by the Esciulmalt 
&' Nanalmo Railway Co. Just as soon as 
the right-of-way 'shall have been clear- 
ed, and arrangements for that Initial 
work are now being ■ made.' Thl3 ex- 
tension will be to the main line of the 
railway, and when completed the road 
will be within 15 miles of the mouth of 
Campboll River, at the southern end of 
Discovery Passage, opposite Capo 
Mudge. 

Announcement to this effoct was 
made, tills morning by R. Marpoie, vice- 
president of the Esquimau & Nanalmo 
Railway, who last night returned from 
a tour of Inspection of the Island rail- 
way. The distance from French Creek 
to Union Bay Is about 38 miles, and 
from that point to Oyster River, to 
which point the right-of-way will be 
cleared, is approximately 20 miles. 

Mr. Marpoie was accompanied on his 
trip by H. .1. Camble, consulting en- 
gineer of the C. P. R. In speaking of 
the work being done on the Island by 
the railway company Mr. Marpoie said: 
"I inapocted tho-progress of construction 
work on the Albornl branch, and alBO 
looked into tho question of the railway 
extension to Union Bay. I also visited 
the scene of land clearing operations at 
French Creek. 

. "In . consequence Of the construction 
of the -Alberni branch of the railway it 
lias been, necessary, to build a deviation 
of about eight miles of trunlc road. The 
new. road Is being constructed under tho 
direction of a Provincial government su- 
perintendent, andjwe are making it 16 
feet wide at the request of tho govern^ 
ment. The old section of road had 
many steep pitches, abrupt grades and 
turns, and these will bo missing in tho 
one now being built; It will be an excep- 
tionally fine stretch for motoring. 

"Construction on the Alberni branch 
is progressing well, despite the fact that 
the winter has been a hard one, owing 
to the depth of snow and the heavy 
rainfall. There is now apparent a scarc- 
ity of labor, which I am afraid will re- 
sult! In retarding construction unless 
more men are brought Into the province 
to meet requirements In this respect, 
not only on this railway but on practic- 
ally all other works and Improvements 
now being carried out in British Colum- 
bia. 

"At Port Alberni affairs are looking 
well. The owners of the townslte, the 
Alberni Land Co., nre carrying on ex- 
tensive clearing operations, and they 
are laying out streots, etc. There ap- 
pears to be a large demand for property 
at that point."

VANCOUVER, April 11.— -The Paci- 
fic Coast Lumber Company has just 
sold 4,000 acres of Umber limits In the 
Squamlsh district, noar tho head of 
Howe Sound, to Captain Magnoson and 
Messrs. Macklnnon and Norton, of this 
city, receiving in payment $125,000 
cash.

Eulogies of the Late Member 
of British Columbia Govern- 
ment From All Sections of 
the Community — His Career 



Captain Robert Garnett Tatlow. for 
six years minister of finance and agri- 
culture in the government of the Hon. 
Richard McBride, and a man who 
stood unusually high in the esteem of 
the citizens of British Columbia irre- 
spective of politics passed away at 
12.30 o'clock yestefday morning at the 
Jubilee hospital after having lain ab- 
solutely unconscious since fi.30 o'clock 
Friday afternoon last when he was 
thrown from his trap near the corner 
of Vancouver and McCIure streets. 

Captain Tatlow was removed to the 
hospital as quickly us possible after 
the accident. Dr. O. M. Jones exam- 
ined him there upon his arrival, but a 
very brief Investigation was sufficient 
to convince the physician that there 
wa# absolutely no hope, Captain Tat- 
low never moved after the accident. 
Except for an occasional sharp breath 
ho gave no sign of life, and when tho 
transition took place it was peaceful 
and unmarked. 

During Sunday afternoon and even- 
ing Captain Tallow's children were at 
their father's bedside for a short time, 
and others of the family and connec- 
tions visited tho room, "out when lie 
passed away he was attended only by 
his wife and her father .Mr. H. J. Cam- 
ble, of Vancouver. Mrs. Tatlow had 
remained at the hospital constantly 
from the time the injured gentleman 
was taken there. 

Causa of Death 

The cause of death was concussion 
of the brain. So far as is known no 



one witnessed the accident Itself, but 
the physicians' examination showed 
that Captain Tatlow had been thrown 
with terrific force to tho cement side- 
walk, alighting on his head. One of 
the physicians stated yesterday that 
probably only tho fact that he was an 
exceptionally strong, rugged man pre- 
vented instantaneous death. There 
were no marks visible save a slight 
bruise on the cheek and a fracture of 
the base of the skull, but the brain 
had been lacerates", and there never 
was any hope for his recovery. 

Captain Tatlow was driving his own 
horse attached to a trap on Friday 
afternoon when the accident occurred. 
The animal was spirited, but had been 
considered safe. Captain Tatlow had 
intended to drive to the wharf when 
the steamer from Vancouver arrived, 
to meet a niece, Mrs. Price, who was 
due to arrive here from Ireland. Ac- 
companied by his sister-in-law. Miss 
Cambie, lie drove to the Nurses' 
Home, on Vancouver street, where 
Miss Cambie alighted to make a call. 
After dropping Miss Cambie, Captain 
Tatlow continued to drive slowly to- 
wards Fort street. Two minutes later 
Miss Cambie looked from a window 
and saw a run-a-way horse dash past. 
The animal was almost beyond her 
view when she recognized the trap, 
and rushed out into the street to find 
Captain Tatlow lying on the sidewalk. 
Miss Cambie found the carriage rug, 
which had been tossed from the trap, 
and folded it under tho injured man's 
head. Meantime tho driver of a Vic- 
toria Transfer Company's waggon, who 
had been passing telephoned for an 
ambulance. The horse ran back to tho 
stable. 

It Is surmised from the conditions of 
tho accident that the horse shied sud- 
denly, and that before Captain Tatlow 
could gain control of it tho trap struck 
a telephone pole in such a manner as 
to toss Captain Tatlow heavily to the 
sidewalk. When Miss Cambie saw tho 
animal running away its course was 
in the opposite direction to that in 
which Captain Tatlow was driving 
when she entered the hospital a mo- 
ment before, and it Is thought prob- 
able that he was in tho act of turning 
the horse towards Burdetto street when 
it took fright. 

Relatives Summoned 

Telegraphic messages were sent to 
Mr. H. J. Cambie and to Captain Tat- 
low's married daughter, Mrs. Fltzalan 
Cornwall, of Ashcroft, Friday evening. 
Mr. Cambie, however, was on the way 
to Alberni In his capacity of engineer, 
in company with Messrs. Marpoie and 
Beasley, of the Esquimau & Nanalmo 
Railroad Company, and the first mes- 
sage did not reach him. Meantime 
Manager Christlo of the C. P. R. tele- 
graphs here wired a message to Mr. 
Marpoie at Alberni, and when the 
party reached there, at 11 o'clock 
Saturday forenoon, Mr. Cambie learn- 
ed of the accident. Accompanied by 
Messrs. Marpoie and Beasley he left 
nt once, driving over almost Impass- 
able roads at top speed, sixteen miles 
to the Cameron lake telegraph station. 
There an automobile was procured, 



and a message was sent to Wellington 
ordering a special train to be in readi- 
ness. The trip from Cameron lake to 
Wellington was made in record time. 
The party transferred at once to the 
train, and arrived in Victoria at 8 
o'clock Saturday night. 

Captain Tatlow was in his 55th year, 
and was a man of fine physique, in 
the prime of life. He had always been 
fond of out-of-doors life and activity, 
and he had always enjoyed unusually 
good health. He leaves a wife, the 
daughter of Mr. H. J. Cambie, and five 
children, Mrs. Fltzalan Cornwall, of 
Ashcroft; Jack of the University school, 
Victoria; Kenneth and Helen and a 
baby not yet a year old, all at home. 
Of his immediate family Captain Tat- 
low leaves both parents, who reside at 
Monkstown, near Dublin, Ireland, and 
two brothers and a sister also living in 
Ireland. . 

Arrangements For Funeral 
•Arrangements for Captain Tatlow's 
funeral are not yet complete. Tho 
body will be removed to Vancouver, 
and the service will be held at tho 
home of the late gentleman's father- 
in-law, H. J. Cambie, on Wednesday 
afternoon. The members of the pro- 
vincial cabinet, and probably all otli- 
clals prominent In the province will be 
among those who will attend. From 
the time the accident occurred on Fri- 
day until late last evening Inquiries 
for Captain Tatlow's condition wero 
constant, the inexpressablo sadness of 
the accident having awakened the 
sympathy of the entire community. 

Only a few days prior to his death 
Captain Tatlow told a friend that ho 
had definitely decided to retiro per- 
manently from public lifo. It was Ills 
intention to move with his family to 
Vancouver, residing there in tho win- 
ter months, and In a summer residence 
which he had intended to build on his 
fine country estate, "Meadlands," near 
Sidney, in the summer months. Cap- 
tain Tatlow had looked forward to 
many years of pleasant retirement 
with his family. 



PAY TRIBUTE TO 

DECEASED STATESMAN 

Although expressions of deep es- 
teem and sincere regret for the public 
man so suddenly removed from tho 
sphere of his useful activities were 
heard everywhere and from all 
classes of citizens yesterday, coupled 
with manifestations of poignant sor- 
row over the tragedy which has over- 
whelmed his family, the high placo 
which the late Captain Tatlow filled 
in the good opinion of his fellow citi- 
zens of British Columbia was not un- 
naturally especially Indicated through- 
out the various departments of the 
civil service, one and all of the Pro- 
vincial officials who had been brought 
in touch with the doceasod during his 
ministerial career voicing an obvious 
personal shock and slnccrest personal 
sympathy for tho family so heavily 
bereaved.

AWKWARD PLACE 

FOR MINIStERS 



Premier Asquith's Remarks on 
. -.Necessity of Limiting Pow- 
ers of Lords in Regard to 
. General Legislation 



LONDON. April 11.— Tile political pot 
boils seethlngly in parliament, but the 
public listlessly reads the headlines 
only from the newspapers, evading tho 
perusal of full reports of tho debates 
in the commons, and the equally full 
editorials. This week the government 
may begin to discover precisely where . 
It Is. in regard to tho budget and the 
lords' veto measures. On Saturday tho 
government whips sent urgent notices 
to Liberals and Nationalists to attend 
this week's debates. The Liberals have 
finished the week without Joy. It is 
conceded that Mr. Asqulth will have al- 
most Insurmountable difficulty in 
planning hlB programme to suit both 
Mr. Redmond and the members of the 
cabinet who aro not yet prepared to de- 
mand guarantees from the throne, while 
there Is Liberal uneasiness about the 
late budget. Liberals are hoping that 
the Irish will not destroy it. Despite 
tho -hopes of tho Liberal leaders it is be- 
lieved that Mr. Redmond will stand up 
for his demand for guarantees from the 
'throne. Very few believe that Mr. As- 
qulth will advise the king to take such 
an extreme step as tho creation of 350 
now peers. Mr. Asqulth is determined 
on the budget, but whether he will 
stand firm by the Liberal desire that 
the government shall resign office If 
it cannot devlso, means to overcome tho 
reslstonco of the lords to all Liberal 
measures remains to be seen. Politi- 
cally Mr. Asqulth is between the devil 
and the deep sea. 

During consideration In tho commons 
today of tho government's second reso- 
lution In regard to the veto power of 
the house of lords, the resolution limit- 
ing tho powors of the lords In regard 
to general legislation, Mr. Asqulth said 
the continued existence of the lords as 
a second chairiber on its present basis 
was an anachronism, and It was an in- 
tegral part of the government's policy 
to get rid of that anachronism. But, 
he added, the changes were to be put 
forward without prejudice to, and 'in 
contemplation of, alteration in the com- 
position of the lords. The premier went 
on to say that while the present resolu- 
tions were not put formard as a final 
or adequate solution of the problem, 
they were, in the opinion of the govern- 
ment tho first and necessary step if. they 
were to emancipate the commons from 
the thraldom of the lords. 

Mr. Asqulth made his reply today to 
a number of questions of which notice 
had been given In tho commons, in re- 
gard to the admission of Sir Robert 
Anderson, for many years adviser to 
the home office in matters relating to 
political crimes, that ho was the au- 
thor of the notorious articles in tho 
Times In 1 887, entitled "Parnolllsm and 
Crime," which were credited to Richard 
Plggott, and which accused Charles 
Stewart Parnell and other Irish leaders 
of agrarian crimes In Ireland. Mr. 
Asqulth in his speech commented 
strongly on Sir Robert's admission of 
the authorship of the articles referred 
to. Ho said he could not use language 
sufficiently strong to express his con- 
demnation of the admitted breach of of- 
ficial duty of which Sir Robert had been 
guilty. But he added that he did not 
think that any useful purpose could bo 
served by instituting an inquiry into 
the matter after tho lapse of more than 
twenty years. , 



LOSE RA CE WIT H 'DEATH 

Brave Effort of Two Loggers to Save*; 
Comrade's Life Prove Vain — 
Long Journey in Boat 



HARRISON HOT SPRING.'!, April 11. 
The Story of two men's gallant racn 
with death, following an accident to 
their comrade, is told horo. Hit by a 
falling tree, J. Hofsommcr, a logger 
mployed by the Canadian-American 
Lumber Co., at Harrison Lake, had his 
arm broken nnd his head crushed. Has- 
tening to ids assistance, two fellow- 
workmen, Pete Slnnott and C. Buckley, 
saw that his only chance for life was to 
be placed under skilled surgical treat- 
ment In the shortest spnee of tlmo. But 
the nearest doctor was 35 miles away. 
One resource remained, the row-boat. 
Placing the Injured 'man wrapped In 
blankets In a skiff, the men began their 
long race with death. Soon after they 
had started a strong head wind arose, 
making tho water so rough that the 
oarsmen had, perforce, to creep along by 
the shore, so lengthening their Journey 
by several miles. Hour after hour pass- 
ed nnd the men made slow progress. 
When they were nearlng their destina- 
tion they had the added discouragement 
of a passing tug and a launch, both of 
which failed to notice their shouts for 
assistance. Finally, almost at tho point 
of exhaustion they reached Harrison 
and landed only to find that during their 
toilsome journey their fellow-workman 
had passed away. ,

Tho late Robert Gnrnett Tatlow was 
born September 6, lS5ii, In Scarva.j™ 
County Down, Ireland, the son of John 
Gnrnett Tatlow and Anne Tatlow. his! 
wife, both of County Caven, Ireland.! 
Back of him lay an ancestry honor- 
able and distinguished. For many 
generations the family resided In Ire- ] 
land, and a large number of Its rep- I 
rcsentatives followed professional pur- 
suits: . I 

He was educated in England at) 
Cheltenham public school, and came I 
to Canada in the early seventies, re- I 
siding in Montreal, where he took a) 
keen interest in militia matters. He 
attained the rank of captain in the 1 
Prince of Wales Regiment, Montreal, 
and for over a year was attached to j 
B. battery, R. C. A. In that, connection 
in 18711 he came to British Columbia 
with Major Strange on a tour of In- 
spection of the defences. He became 
so enamored with the country that he 
decided to remain. He settled in this 
city as the private secretary of Hon. 
A. N. Richards, then lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, remaining in that capacity 
through the term of the succeeding 
lieutenant-governor, the late F. C. 
Cornwall. 

Goes to Vancouver 

In 1SS6 he went to Vancouver to 
represent a syndicate that owned a 
large portion of the townsitc of that 
rapidly growing city. He built one of 
the first residences there. His first 
home was destroyed in the fire which 
devested the young settlement, but ho 
rebuilt. He remained in Vancouver, 
engaged in various financial enter- 
prises as a broker and real estate 
operator. For eight years he was con- 
nected with the parks board of that 
city, and most of the improvements 
which were carried out there were 
made under his supervision, and in 
the work he took a special pleasure 
and pride. 

Captain Tatlow's entry into politics 
was not as auspicious as its later suc- 
cess would have justified, for when lie 
contested the constituency for a seat 
in the provincial house in 1890 lie was 
defeated. He was again defeated In 
1804. He was elected, however, at the! 
general election in 1900. On June 4th, 
1 90S, he was called to the government! 
of Hon. Richard McBride as finance 
minister, and tit the general election j 
in that year hi' was re-elected to the j 
legislature, of which he remained a 
member representing Vancouver until' 
his retirement prior to the late elec- 
tion. 

To his success as minister of fin- 
ance, with which was coupled the 
portfolio of agriculture, Hon. Richard 
McBride has referred in his apprecia- 
tion of him published below.

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ROBERT GARNETT TATLOW 

Only a few days ago he was with us, 
sharing in our hopes and pleasures, full 
of optimism, proud of the province in 
which he lived and looking forward to 
the enjoyment of the fruits of an 
active, enterprising and honorable 
career. He had surrounded himself 
with those things that make life 
worth living, a family that knew him. 
as a loving husband and father, and a 
host of friends to whom his name 
stood for all that is worthy in good 
fellowship. He had acquired the es- 
teem and confidence of us all, and had 
gained what he valued less a compet- 
ency sufficient to his needs. Now he 
is only a memory, but it Is a memory 
fragrant to all. 

His very largo circle of personal 
acquaintances esteemed the late Cap- 
tain Tatlow very highly, for he had 
qualities of mind and character that 
attracted men to him. He was a 
simple-hearted gentleman, evor in- 
spired by honorable motives and never 
attributing to others objects and in- 
tentions that he would have scorned to 
entertain himself. Honest, he expected 
honesty from others. Sincere, he did 
not look for insincerity in others. Ac- 
tive in public life for many years, 
while ho had of course his political 
opponents, he had no enemies. Said 
a gentleman yesterday, who at one 
time occupied a very high position in 
this province, "Tatlow was all right," 
and this is the verdict of the com- 
munity. 

He was better known to the people 
as a public man, than as a privato 
citizen, for he was personally some- 
what retiring and kept his own affairs 
pretty -well to himself; but in his pub- 
lic capacity r he ,wu§„ .very prominent 
and for some years lived in the fierce 
light -of -party "politics. It can be* said 
,of him with truth that he played his 
part in a manner that won for him 
universal confidence. As a private 
member of the Legislature he was 
painstaking and industrious; as a 
cabinet minister, charged with 
the important departments of Finance 
and Agriculture, he was a conspicuous 
success. And yet he had little taste 
for public life. Just before the pro- 
vincial election at which he was a 
candidate for the last time, in con- 
versation with a friend he said that ho 
wished to retire from politics, for 
which he had no great liking, and that 
he only consented to ask the voters 
of Vancouver to once more elect him, 
because the Premier wished him to do 
so, and because he believed he could, 
by continuing office, carry on a little 
further the work in which he was en- 
gaged. As a Finance Minister he was 
cautious and conservative; as Minister 
of Agriculture he was bold and ag- 
gressive. It was an unsusal combin- 
ation of qualities, and the province 
was exceedingly fortunate in having 
such a man in office during the criti- 
cal years which followed the formation 
of the McBride cabinet. He brought 
to the discharge of his official duties 
a trained business intelligence and an 
analytic mintl. He possessed few of 
the graces of an orator; but he had 
the faculty of seeing the essence of a 
proposition and of stating it with a 
clearness and conciseness that few 
could equal. His Budget speeches and 
the addresses which he was accus- 
tomed to give annually to the Victoria 
Board of Trade were veritable mines 
of useful information and were widely 
quoted all over Canada and the United 
Kingdom. As a financier he was in- 
clined to economy and he kept, the 
treasury purse strings pretty tight; 
for he realized that the chief thing to 
bo done in British Columbia was to 
re-establish the credit of the country, 
and he entered upon that work with 
zeal and excellent judgment. It will 
he remembered of him that he became 
Finance Minister when the affairs of 
the province were on the verge of con- 
fusion, when there was a large deficit 
and the revenue was dlscouraglngly 
low, and that he retired from office 
after having paid off one loan and ac- 
cumulated a surplus to be measured 
only In millions. It Is a fine record. 

• Captain Tatlow's appreciation of the 
agricultural possibilities of the pro- 
vince was very high. His work as 
Minister of Agriculture was a labor of 
love. A few years ago he went to 
Great Britain for what he was pleased 
to call a rest, nnd the way he rested 
-was by prosecuting a campaign to 
make known the capabilities of the 
provinco from the orchardlst's stand- 
point, the good results of which are 
being felt every day. Fruit-growing, 
stock-raising, dairying, In short every 
branch of husbandry found In him its 
earnest "nnd well-informed advocate. 
Ho ^organized the Agricultural De- 



partment and broadened its sphere of 
usefulness. He made the provinco 
more widely known thun it ever had 
been, and he did much to attract very 
desirable classes of settlers. In all this 
work, as well as In financial matters, 
ho was singularly unobtrusive. He 
was always anxious that others should 
receive credit for what they had done; 
but was content for himself to be 
passed • by unnoticed. His industry 
was phenomenal. No employee in the 
public departments worked as long and 
as steadily as he. He was ever at his 
post, and he never seemed so happy 
as when he had what to others would 
appear far more than enough to attend 
to. As a departmental chief he was 
regarded with affection by all under 
him, and to those of the public who 
were brought into contact with him, 
he was ever a courteous gentleman. 
His retirement from office led to no 
interruption In his friendly relations 
with his colleagues. 

And now it is all over. His busy life 
has come to its close. Just when it 
seemed as if life held more for him 
than at any other time, he was sud- 
denly called away. In common with 
thousands we deeply mourn his death. 
Our recollections of him are all pleas- 
ant ones. Newspaper men get to know 
public men as few others do. They 
have many confidential talks of which 
the rest of the world never hears, for 
newspaper men respect confidences. 
Knowing Captain Tatlow in this way 
we learned to estoem him as the very 
soul of honor, as a patriotic Canadian, 
as a loyal citizen of the Erntoire, and 
above all things as a man of single- 
ness of purpose and straightforward 
integrity, inspired by the charity that 
thinketh no evil. There is little that 
can bo said under such sad circum- 
stances to those that have been ber- 
eaved, but it may be some slight con- 
solation to his" widow and children to 
know that the whole province mourns 
with them, and that he has left them 
a legacy of honor and worth more pre- 
cious than anything else could be.

It occurs to us that as 
a number of gentlemen were invited 
by the Mayor to investigate tills sub- 
ject, the least that can be done is to 
act upon their recommendation. The 
months are slipping round.

A Washington despatch says that 
the United States administration fore- 
sees great difficulties ,in tjie way of 
negotiating a reciprocity treaty with 
Canada, not so much because of the 
problem presented by the trade be- 
tween the two countries, as because 
our treaties with France and Germany 
stand in the way of at'y agreement 
with Washington. The despatch says 
that by the terms of these treaties 
France and Germany arc entitled to 
any trade advantages that may be 
extended to any other countries, and 
this would render any concessions 
which Canada might give to the 
United States of little real value to 
that eounuy. For ourselves we are 
inclined to think that the negotiation 
'if any useful reciprocity treaty with 
the United States is almost out of the 
question, and the fault certainly does 
not rest with Canada, which only 
looked across the ocean for markets, 
when it found a barrier erected all 
plong the Forty-ninth parallel. 



There are conflicting reports con- 
cerning the intentions of Mr. George 
E. Foster. A despatch of April 2nd 
to the Toronto News said that he has 
actually retired from public life. It 
adds that lie was much depressed by 
the result of his suit against the edi- 
tor of the Toronto Globe, and that his 
health was so broken by hard work 
and anxiety that during the previous 
month he had only been able to be 
out of the house twice. On the other 
hand an Associated Press despatch 
of the 3rd inst. said that although he 
is ill, he has not yet declared his in- 
tention to withdraw from politics, al- 
though he would take a long rest. 
Mr. Foster is now sixty-five years of 
age.

Cannot Practice Yet. 

F. A. McDlarmid, the new city so- 
licitor, was in attendance at the city 
council meeting last night, .and had a 
private talk with the mayor and al- 
dermen subsequent to the proceed- 
ings. Coming from another province 
in Canada, according to the law of 
British Columbia he cannot practice 
here until ho passes the usual exam- 
ination admitting him. This examin- 
ation will not bo held until June, 
and It is usually some months after- 
wards before the successful candi- 
dates are notified of their admittance 
to the Law Society. It would thus 
bo probably September before Mr. JIc- 
Diarmld will be able to give his as- 
sistance to the city council.

Was Misunderstood 

Attorney-General Bowser, who re- 
turned yesterday from a visit of sev- 
eral days' duration to the provincial 
Mainland, states that his position with 
respect to tho Detention Home now in 
establishment in Vancouver City, has 
apparently been somewhat misunder- 
stood In his own constituency. His 
communication of Interrogation, ad- 
dressed to the Vancouver city council, 
was not with regard to what Vancou- 
ver might expect tho government to 
contribute to the establishment of the 
Detention Home as such, hut with re- 
spect to tho possible utilization of a 
part of this home (If its accommoda- 
tions nro sufficient) as a temporary 
home for wayward girls, it being ob- 
vious that necessity exists for some 
such institution. 

Hon. Mr. Bowser has, accordingly 
asked for particulars as to the Detention 
home, thinking that If its accommoda- 
tions are ample, an arrangement may 
bo reached by which— If suitable of- 
ficers are named — quarters for Incor- 
rigible girls may be included for the 
time being. He has also asked, In this 
event, what proportion of the Increased 
cost of maintenance the city would ex- 
pect the government to assume, al- 
though there was no vote for such a 
service in tho estimates of the recent 
session, until such time as a girls' re- 
formatory on linos similar to those of 
the institution for boys, may bo pro- 
vided. If an arrangement can ho 
made as suggested, the government 
will be able to observe the working out 



of the Girls' Home proposals as ex- 
perimental, and decided intelllgently 
thereby as to futuro action. 

Vancouver hu3 not as yot transmit- 
ted to tho Attorney-General's office 
particulars of the personnel proposed 
for • its detention home and juvenile 
court— the Intended judge, members of 
the associated committees (Roman 
Catholic and Protestant) pronation of- 
ficer, etc. The Minister, of course, 
must be fully satisfied that these of- 
ficials aro the best who could ho chosen 
and in evory way likely to give general 
satisfaction in their very delicate and 
difficult work before ho will declare 
tho Juvenile Court in existence. 

The matter has been laid before 
Mayor Taylor of the Terminal City, 
and, it is understood, is now under 
consideration, by Hon. Mr. Bowser's 
request.

Council Postpones Discussior 
on Bylaw to Amend Liquor 
License Bylaw — Estimates 
Finally Passed 



A complaint from Aldermen Snrglson 
and Mable that the bylaw to amend the 
liquor license bylaw had been foisted 
upon the council with unduly short 
notice led to consideration of that 
measure being postponed for a week. 
It was introduced at last night's meet- 
ing among a number of authorization 
bylaws for local improvement work, 
when it developed that only a certain 
number of aldermen were acquainted 
with the legislation which it purposes 
to enact. 

Alderman Sarglson said that a bylaw 
of such a nature should not be foisted 
on the council with but five minutes' 
notice. It was a matter which requir- 
ed time for consideration. 

Alderman Mable complained that too 
many bylaws wero being rushed 
through, half of which, when they 
came to be tested, would not hold 
water. 

Alderman Raymond pointed out that, 
the bylaw in question had been under 
tho consideration of the legislative 
committee for the past two weeks, and 
that he understood that the rest of the 
councillors wore acquainted with the 
proposed mensure. 

The council which was in committee 
on the second reading rose mid report- 
ed progress, deciding not to resume 
consideration of tho bylaw until next 
Monday night.

There Is a great agitation going on 
in Montreal for IV Working Woman s 
Club, with a building in which the 
thousands of women who earn their 
living in that city, can live comfortably 
and have opportunities for enjoyment 
and self-improvement. Those who are 
promoting ' this scheme say * that it Is 
not In any way a charitable move- 
ment. The women are ready and able 
to pay for all that they get. But it Is 
stated that now it is not possible for 
the women of moderate means to ob- 
tain at a reasonable price those com- 
forts and conveniences which do so 
much to make, life in a city worth liv- 
ing. The opportunity for congenial 
companionship is among the most 
valued of these. 

In our own little city it is not to be 
hoped that such » club can be formed 
lor some time. The Young Women's 
Christian Association hopes in the not 
distant future to extend its usefulness 
widely. At present most of the work- 
ing women who are not in their own 
homes are dependent on their own re- 
sources. Must of them live with private 
families or In private boarding houses, 
and it is to lie hoped do not suffer 
many of the inconveniences and dis- 
comforts of life la a large and crowded 
city.

Hut if working women hero can 
scarcely hope to own 11 building of their 
own, there- is no reason why they should 
not combine tor mutual pleasure and 
improvement. The long summer sea- 
son is about to commence, in spite of 
ilark days and frequent showers. The 
grass is green and the rlowers In field 
and grovo are plentiful. What should 
this mean for the girls who for many 
hours of each day spend the time in 
stores or offices or workrooms. It 
ought to mean that after working 
hours they will have opportunity for 
outdoor enjoyment. But while there 
are some girls who are fortunate, 
enough to have homes In which such 
games may.be played, or who have 
friends ready to share their pleasures 
with them, there are far more who 
have few resources at their command. 

It would be well worth while for the 
women who have girls working under 
them and for the Ives of employers to 
consider what can be done to afford 
the busy workers pleasant recreation 
during the long summer evenings. It 
is to be hoped that not many of these 
must leave desk, or machine or lay 
aside the needle to begin work again in 
order to keep themselves trim and 
neat. All work and no play is just as 
had for Jill as Jack. A lew evenings 
should be spared each week, and these 
ought not to be spent indoors. Dances 
and concerts and such entertainments 
are all very well In the Ions winter 
evenings, but those who want to he 
well and do their best work will 
breathe the fresh air and enjoy the 
sweet scents and the beauty of the 
summer evenings. Is it not possible 
for the older women of Victoria to 
use their influence to have suitable 
grounds prepared where girls may en- 
Joy those outdoor pleasures suited to 
their age? In the meantime, walk- 
ing costs nothing, and there are few 
greater delights than a long ramble 
in the country with merry companions. 

There has been much talk of the im- 
migration of children from England 
of late. There are at the Barnardo 
homes and other orphanages thousands 
of children growing up for whom there 
is very little prospect of employment 
at home. Does Canada need those or 
any children? Are there not as many 
boys and girls growing up in Canadian 
homes as can find profitable employ- 
ment in the country? The land, we 
know, calls for workers, tun the hands 
of little children, all untrained, ns many 
of them are, are unfitted for the tasks 
either of clearing or cultivating It. The 
law forbids the employment of children 
in the industries of the cities. .Most 
of us find that it is not too easy find- 
ing situations for our own boys who 
have grown up in the country, even 
when they are of age to leave school. 

Hut we know that there lias, for 



many years past been a constant 
stream of Immigrant children cofiilng 
into Canada. It has not been large, 
but east of the Rocky Mountains there 
are few settlements where at least one 
of these young immigrants is not 
found. Last year the number arriving 
was 2,424, and in eight years IG.GIO 
British children settled in Canada. It 
will be seen that some of the first 
comers must by this time have homes 
of their own. Have they prospered or 
found suitable and useful employment 
here? Perhaps the best answer is that 
last year homes could have been found 
for seven times as many children as 
arrived. In these days when news 
travels wide and fast there can be lit- 
tle doubt that if any great number of 
the first comers had been failures 
there would have been so much sus- 
picion and dislike that It would have 
been difficult, if not impossible to find 
homes for others. It Is to be supposed 
that the greater number of these or- 
phans have grown up to be useful citi- 
zens. On the whole it Is to lie con- 
cluded that the foster' parents or the 
children were kind to them. There 
have been stories of cruelty, but then 
we hear of children being neglected 
and lil-treated by their own fathers 
and mothers. It Is scarcely likely that 
If these experiments of the benevolent 
societies had been failures the facts 
would not have been published. Com- 
mittees are appolntod to watch over 
the children, and during the last few 
years the immigration authorities have 
been on the alert to send back un- 
desirables, it would be well, however, 
If the government of Canada with the 
societies In England would make a 
rigid Inquiry into this matter and pub- 
lish the results.' 

If it Is proved that these children 
iiave done well there is no reason why 
all fhe families who wish to adopt 
children should not be supplied, pro- 
viding, of course, they are fit to be 
intrusted with their care. 

For It must not be forgotten that 
carefully selected as these children 
may have been there must have been 
many among them who inherited 
weaknesses both moral and physical, 
and some who must In their early 
childhood have lived among evil as- 
sociates. If u change of envlonment 
and careful training made such chil- 
dren Into useful men and women then 
there Is no need that any British 
child should be denied a home in Can- 
ada. If, on the other hand, it should 
ho shown that any undue proposition 
of these children have failed, have 
grown up Idle and vicious. Canada 
should take no more children from the 
charitable institutions of Great Bri- 
tain. 

But there is another side to the 
question, and it Is quite as important 
as the other. How have Canadian 
fathers and mothers behaved towards 
the children they have taken into their 
homes? Have they treated them as 
drudges, giving them as little as pos- 
sible either of care and kindness or of 
food and clothing or have they fulfilled 
towards them the duties they have 
I undertaken? These are questions that 
should be answered before any exten- 
sion of child immigration Is entered 
upon. If It shall prove, that, on the 
whole these orphans have made good 
Canadian citizens we need not hesitate 
tu encourage immigration from the 
homes and schools of British children 
nor need the mother country hesitate 
about entrusting them to the care of 
tfie men and women of Canada 

It is to be hoped that the appoint- 
ment of an efficient health ofllcer will 
not be delayed any longer than can be 
avoided. There are many things which 
need the attention of such an otficial 
and a man. however able, who feels 
that his appointment is only tempor- 
ary cannot take upon himself the Im- 
portant duties necessary in a city as 
large as Victoria. The conditions of 
the Isolation hospital Is a matter that 
does not admit, of delay, and yet any 
new appointment made should be with 
the approbation of the medical man 
who Is entrusted with the care of the 
health of the city.

Club a Happy Augury of Fu- 
ture— Enter All Leagues 
■ 

At one of the most enthusiastic an- 
nual meetings in the history of the 
Victoria .Lacrosse Club it was unani- 
mously decided to organize not only 
three — Junior, intermediate and senior 

■ — city leagues, but to enter a repre- 
sentative team from this city in the 
Pacific coast amateur league associa- 
tion for the Kilmarnock cup. Never 
before was the national game more 
heartily endorsed as then it was last 
evening, and there is every reason to 
believe that this year will produce a 

. team, of which a Victorian should be 
proud. . ... 

Two delegates were chosen to repre- 
sent unci enter the local twelve at the 
annual meeting of the Pacific coast 

. league . next Saturday • night- at -New 

'Westminster. Leo Sweeney and R. 
Owens were those chosen by the ex- 
ecutive to this capacity. As to other 
matters of importance pert-lining to 
the forming of schedules and receiving 
entrunts to the respective leagues, a 
mooting of the executive will bj called 
within a few days. 

Mr, Skene Lowe, past president, oc- 
cupied the chair, while there was in 

'attendance, honorary vice-president, 
Mr. Dallas Helmcken, K. C, and many 
others. On opening the meeting, Mr. 
Lowe was heard at considerable length 
' as to' the spirit with which he would 
like to see this year's work go ahead. 
Mr. Lowe favored that which had gone 
abroad far and wide of Victoria's near 
American neighbor, namely, the 
"Seattle Spirit." Mr. Lowe said there 
had been some friction with the dif- 
ferent clubs as to the obtaining of 
their men for a representative city 
team, and this in many cases had 
spoiled the entertainment in this city. 
However, this was passed as was evi- 
dent by the hearty support of the 
clubs last night. He believed that 
Victoria had us much material as 
Vancouver or New Westminster. The 
only trouble was to get them into the 
game. Mr. Lowe was doubly honored 
by the appreciation of the members of 
the club in being presented with a 
handsome gold locket and unanimously 
declared honorary president of the 
club. 

Mr. Helmcken, vice-president, was 
also heard and through him the pres- I 
entatlon to Mr. Lowe was made. Mr. | 
Helmcken stated that no better "man 
than his friend could be at the helm of 
the national game and it gave him 
much pleasure to make this presenta- 
tion. He added that he felt that this 
would bo the best lacrosse season Vic- 
toria lias ever seen. He stated that at 
one time he played lacrosse, but owing 
to the fact that he was also a member 
of a cricket club the latter would not 
allow him to play the former gam<!7 
Thus he was forced to give it up, but 
lator he was secretary of the Toronto 
club. His final word was to get into 
the game and play the game, but never 
fall to do the most Important part, and 
that was to "dig."

The 
individual to whom the Colonist Is in- 
debted for this Information declares 
that the sport to be obtained at this 
•resort is splendid. Users of tho fly-re- 
turn daily with creels loaded wltjh 
trout, and occasionally salmon an: 
hooked. These baskets, for the most 
part, are being secured along, the upper 
•reaches of the river. Trolling also is 
good. 

Never before has such interest boon 
evinced In the fishing at Cowlchan. 
Both the hotels, tin; Riverside and the 
Lakeside, are practically taxed to their 
capacity. The former has been fitted 
up within a comparatively recent date, 
and, since the new management took 
control, it has entertained an excep- 
tionally large number of disciples of 
Walton. 

Second Stage Line 

So marked has been the develop- 
ment In the travel to and from the 
lake and river that another firm has 
been Induced to provide a second 
stage service. The present is managed 
by Mr. Keast of Duncan. His vehicles 
leave tho- latter place for tho lake on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays, re- 
turning on Tuesdays, Thursday's and 
Sundays.

OTTAWA, April 11.— Hon. Mr. Field- 
ing submitted to Parliament tonight a 
statement as to the value of the 13 
groups. of articles on which Canada 
agreed to reduce the duty to avoid the 
swing of the Pnyne-Aldrlch tariff club, 
wellded ,by President Taft.

.sum of $3,106,152 is given as the value 
affected by the proposed reduction 
agreed upon at Washington.

The entire time of the Honse today, 
with the exception of a brief tiff be- 
tween Hon. Mr. Aylesworth and H. H.

It 
was confidently expected that tills Mac- 
kenzle King legislation would fall by 
the wayside this session, as since the 
minister of labor Introduced it on Janu- 
ary IS, It lias remained neglected on the 
government shelf. Whether Mr. King 
will tomorrow, after availing himself of 
the opportunity of making an academic 
address on the combine question, at- 
tempt to press the measure through this 
session, or refer It to a special com- 
mltteo for consideration, Is not yet 
known. Tho bill Is a drastic one.

into with Capt, W. E. Gardiner to con- 
tinue hauling the garbage to sea for 
one year after the present contract ex- 
pires, tho captain to provide suitable 
scows at his own expense, and to give 
the city efficient services for the sum 
of $138 per month, no charge whatever 
to be made per load as at present, the 
said sum of 5138 to cover everything. 
The report was adopted. 

Streets Report. 

Another report to he adopted was 
that of the streets, bridges and sowers 
which read: 

1. Recommended that the purchasing 
agent be authorized to call for ten- 
ders for the sale of empty creosote 
drums owned by tho corporation. 

3 Recommended thac a two plank 
sidewalk be laid down on Cook .it) cot 
from Queen's avenue to King's road 
a distance of 2 300 feet. 

4. Recommended that specifica- 
tions be prepared in the city en^-I- 
reer's department with the assistance 
of tho park foreman for the mainten- 
ance of 15 miles of boulevards, Includ- 
ing the grass .plots on the water front 
on Belleville street In front of tho par- 
liament buildings, and at the north end 
of the Causeway that the work be di- 
vided into sections of five miles each, 
and that the purchasing agent be in- 
structed to call for tenders for the 
maintenance of each section. 

5. Recommended that all material 
on city property at Spring Ridge suit- 
able for streets or sidewalk construc- 
tion work be utilized by the city en- 
gineer. 

It was decided that the vote of 
51,000 for the purpose of entertaining 
tho visiting delegates of the Metho- 
dist Conference should be Included 
with the vote towards the Vancouver 
Island Development League, that ap- 
propriation being raised to 55,000. 

Tho item of $5,000 set aside for the 
reorganization of accounts and a gen- 
eral audit aroused some discussion. 
Mayor Morley stated that Mr. Hughes, 
(.whose name was specilied in the es- 
timates to receive that sum, had not 
definitely refused him (the Mayor) 
personally to carry out the work. 

Alderman Mable wanted the amount 
struck out of the estimates altogether, 
pointing out that owing to the cen- 
tralization of the garbage system tho 
city might have to increase its taxa- 
tion by half a mill, and that a saving 
should be effected where possible. 

The mayor retorted that striking out 
the appropriation would amount to a 
■vote of want of confidence In him. 
His motion changing the Item In 
question to leave out the name of Mr. 
Hughes was carried. Thi estimates 
were reconsidered, adopted and finally 
passed. 

Opposes Claim 
A letter from the city solicitor dealt 
with the claim of Mrs. Purser for 
$1,000 on account of Injuries sustained 
through the alleged faulty construc- 
tion of a sidewalk on Caledonia ave- 
nue. The salicltor advised that tho 
claim, If persisted in, should be re- 
sisted. 

A resolution to carry out work In 
tho Burlelth subdivision under the 
local improvement general bylaw was 
carried. 

The residents of Amphion street, 
Oak Bay, wrote complaining that that 
thoroughfare had been paid less atten- 
tion to for many years past than 
the other city streets. The matter 
was referred to the streets, bridges 
.and sewers committee. 

The trades and labor council wrote 
asking for a detailed account of tiki 
cost of sidewalk construction In the 
city for the last three years. That or- 
ganization will be supplied with the 
reports for tho last three yenrs. 

A communication from Sidney 
Rogers bandmaster of the Fifth Regi- 
ment band, stated that he would pro- 
vide additional hand concerts for tho 
city at the same rate as those for 
which he had already contracted. 

Tenders for two horses, and accou- 
trements for tho mounted patrolmen 
who tire about to be added to the po- 
lice force were received and referred 
to the police commissioners, the pur- 
chasing agent and the veterinary sur- 
geon. 

The council adjourned at 11:5 p.m.

Frank E. Doesburg, of New York 
City, formerly private secretary to 
United States Senator Smith of Michi- 
gan, and a representative of the 
younger school of public men not with- 
out honor even in his own country, is 
today a guest at the Empress hotel, 
having just returned from an extensive 
exploratory trip up Into Central Brit- 
ish Columb'ia. Mr. Doesburg is closely 
in touch with the financiers who are 
behind the Urltish Columbia and Al- 
aska railroad project, and who will 
put two parties of surveyors in the 
field to run their reeonnaisance lines 
at the end of the present month. The 
road, it is expected, will be completed 
during the next three years.

Vancouver City Council and tiie Great 
trthern have concluded arrangements 
which will result in building a union 
passenger terminal for all transcontin- 
ental railways desiring access to the 
city on the tide flats at the head of 
False creek. The. negotiations include 
cession to the company of 47 acres of 
foreshore land which Is to he reclaimed 
and devoted to railway terminal pur- 
poses. The entire cost of the com- 
pany's operations at the head of the 
creelt is guaranteed to cost. $1,500,000, 
Work of filling is to start 90 days after 
plans are approved and to he completed 
In five years.' If Is provided that the 
terminal must be adequate lor tho 
Great Northern, tho Northern Pacific, 
Grand Trunk Pacific, the Canadian Nor- 
thern or other lines ' seeking entrance. 
Cession of foroshoro acreage Is made 
In exchange for relinquishment by tho 
railway of riparian rights of the water 
front about the basin, purchased in tho 
last few years and which cost tho rail- 
way nearly $1,000,000. This gives , the 
city an almost entirely free hand to de- 
velop tho creek basin of nearly 200 acres. 
Tho plan favored for this Is filling in 
and using the ground for terminals for 
Other railways and Industrial sites. Un- 
interrupted access by other lines a.u-oss 
the Groat Northern to I ho city's prop- 
erty is guaranteed. The company also 
agrees as far as possible to use only 
white labor, avoid Sunday work, give 
preference to local labor and purchase 
supplies In the province. 



)uncil Decides to^Have Prac- 
titioner Who Will Confine 
Himself Entirely to Corpor- 
ation Affairs 



The city council has decided to op- 
point a medical health officer for the 
city who will devote himself entirely 
to corporation work. The decision was 
reached at the meeting held lust night, 
pursuant on the resignation of Dr. H. 
Robertson, as medical health officer, 
being received. 

I.t, •developed at the meeting that the 
condition of affairs In connection wltii 
the Isolation hospital has led to tills 
step on the part of the council. Alder- 
man Langley said that he thought Vic- 
toria was large enough to pay a man 
to confine himself to the city work 
alone. Applications for the position of 
a medical health officer will accordingly 
be called for within the next few days. 

The city clerk reported that Airs. 
King, matron of the Isolation hospital, 
who had been asked for her resignation, 
liad as yet sent no reply to the council.

The 
Jeanne d'Arc's course from Durban 
would lead her some distance away 
from Marion Island on her return, but 
if she had been visiting Capetown 
she would have passed close to the 
north of the island. A little rough 
weather such as that described In 
which tile strange steamer was sighted 
would easily send her to the south of 
.Marion Island. I know that the Jeanne 
d'Arc has been searching for the War- 
atah on her trips to South Africa, and 
she may have gone south to do so on 
this occasion. The sealers on Marlon 
Island are probably Nova Scotlaus. 
They come down there after seals, and 
never call In at the Cape unless they 
cannot help It, because their trade is 
a lucrative one, and they wnnt to keep 
their movements secret. I have news 
to the effect that the Marlon and Crotl- 
sset Islnnds have been visited by at 
least four Independent vessels this 
summer, In October, November, De- 
comber, and January. At present there 
are 150 people resident on Kerguelen 
Island engaged In whaling, and If the 
Waratah had floated that way she 
would have been sighted by them. I 
am sure that in the hasty glimpse the 
sealers got of the steamer under sail 
they <:ould not guage her speed as three 
knots per hour, and if the vessel was 
the Waratah she would be pretty cer- 
tain to put out her boats and land her 
crow and passengers on tho Island."

German bark Hera has been order- 
ed from San Dlego to Newcastle, Aus- 
tralia, in ballast. 



A customs tangle has arisen over 
the shipment of two big salvage 
pumps by the British Columblu Sal- 
vage Company to the salvers at work 
raising tho wrecked steamer Yucatan 
la Alaskan waters and the settlement 
of the matter has been referred to the 
authorities at Washington. When 
Capt. W. H. Logan, representing the 
London Salvage Association, arrived 
at the sceno of the wreck, remember- 
ing the work done by the Esquimalt 
firm in raising the steamer Inilravelll 
In connection with which ho was "sent 
to Victoria, arranged witli tho Puget 
Sound Salvage Company and the 
BrK'sh Columbia Salvage Company 
of this city to have two of the pumps 
of tho local company sent to Alaska. 

Tho United States customs authori- 
ties at Seattle ruled that these pumps 
wore dutiable like any other merchan- 
dise sent from Canada into Alaska. 
Bush & Co., customs brokers of this 
■city, representing the salvage com- 
pany and others Interested, claimed 
that under tin old treaty between 
Canada and the United States made 
to permit salvage operations on the 
Great Lakes, the uso of wrecking ap- 
pliances of either American or Cana- 
dian ownership is permitted for sal- 
vago operations In contiguous waters. 
The brokers claim under this treaty 
the Canadian pumps aro not dutiable. 

The matter was taken up with the 
department at Washington by Special 
Agent Henry Blackwell of Port Town- 
send, and a ruling Is expected early 
this week. 

The floating of the Yucatan was ex- 
pected to take pluco today at extreme 
low tide. The vessel has been patch- 
ed and, If possible, enough water will 
be pumped out to bring her to the 
surface, after which she will be taken 
to Gull Cove and, later, to Juneau 
and Seattle.

HUNDRED MILLIONS 



Revenue of Dominion for Year Just 
Closed Passes All Previous 
Records. 



OTTAWA. April 11. — Tho official 
statement of the revenue of tile Do- 
minion Issued tonight by the finance 
artmont for the past fiscal year 
shows that up to March 31 the revenue 
was $98,662,974. This sum will he In- 
creased by at least $2,000,000 by col- 
lections during tlie next few weeks for 
revenue accrued during tlio fiscal year. 

In 1908-09 subsequent collections 
Increased the revenue shown at the 
aim) of the fiscal year by $1,500,000. 
Assuming that the delayed returns 
will" reach $2,000,000, the revenue for 
1909-10 will exceed the hundred mil- 
lion mark by $200,000. 

Comparing the revenue of $98,- 
562,974 us returned on March 111 with 
the total revenue of $83,100,525 for 
1H08-0I), an increase Is shown of 
$5,802,449. 

Tho expenditure on consolidated 
fund account, ordinary expenditure, 
was $2,u'7S,015 less than in tho pre- 
ceding year, the figures being for 
1908-09 $71,535,700, for 1909-10 $«8,- 
857,7 15. On capital account the ex- 
penditures up to March 31, 1909, wero 
$1 1,524,420 and for 1909-10 $31,401,- 
689. a decrease of $10,002,731. 

Tho debt on March 31 last Is given 
at $325,97(1,712. At tho close of tho 
previous fiscal year it was $307,212,- 
322 so that although revenues aro 
buoyant and expenditures somewhat

Il is quite difficult to obtain accu- 
rate data as to tin' relative amounts of 
lino coal produced by the Hark powder 
and the permissible explosives, owing 
to the comparatively recent Introduction 
nf the latter. Kstlmates by mine su- 
perintendents as to tin- Increased 
amount of due coal, due i<> the use of 
permissible explosives, vary from to 
in nor cent., though sonic superintetiil- 
eiita maintain that; while the lumps of 
coal resulting from tlio use of permissi- 
ble explosives may be smaller tjmn 
tliose produced by blaels powder, yet the 
aggregate amount of coal passing 
through the same, sized scVe.cn Is not less 
than wltli black powder. Some observ- 
ers maintain that the lumps of coal 
produced by use of the permissible ex- 
plosives are not as easily broken up 
by transportation or exposure to atmos- 
pheric agencies as are those resulting 
from t'ne use Of black powder While 
uthors maintain the reverse is true. 

In most eases, however, whore care Is 
used, the permissible explosives make 
us good coal, at approximately the same 
cost, as black powder, when the coal is 
properly undercut. 

When permissible explosives are 
properly employed. Ignitions are very 
rare, and no mine (ires result. The fact 
Is a ' Very Important one to all mine 
owners: 

When blasting coal, previously under- 
cut by means of permissible explosives 
li Is not necessary to give the drill-hole 
as great an Inclination us when black 
powder is employed. In order to ob- 
tain good results from black powder, 
H is usually necessary to give consider? 
able 'lift' to the drill holes, and III do- 
ing the holes are frequently driven Into 
the roof coal or slate, shattering the 
same and rendering the use of timber 
necessary. On the other hand the new 
explosives appear to give more satis- 
factory results, both In blowing down 
the coal and 111 size and quality of lump 
produced when the holes are driven al- 
most, horizontally. in such cases the 
permissible explosives appear to work 
out; horizontally along the bedding 
planes of the coal and conseqiien tly do 
not strike- up Into the roof coal 6r slate, 
Avhcn proper .'advantage is taken of the 
slate bands or partings, in the coal bed. 
Il is. possible, when leaving up head 
coal as a roof, to preserve a smooth, 
firm layer of roof cou! unbroken by the 
force of the explosive, and therefore 



roiltilrlng 'ess limber to support it. The 
permissible explosives need not always 
he placed directly on the ribs as must 
black powder, but can be placed as fai- 
ns two feet from them, and still bring 
down the coal. Moreover, in some coal- 
llelds when the permissible explosive is 
thus placed the ribs are cut much 
cleaner Llnui when black powder is used. 
In one mine there was an Increased 
yield of lift Ions per cut over the use 
of black powder, due to this trimming 
effect of the permissible explosive.". 
These explosives strike into the rib 
Whenever placed within u reasonable 
distance of the same. On the other 
hand when the hole containing the per- 
missible explosive Is drilled in the solid, 
lo any distance whatever, the explosive 
merely expends Its energy at the mid 
of the hole ■forming a crater itl that 
point without breaking down the solid 
coal. If black powder Is thus placed, 
windy shots oCteil result, while with 
permissible explosives this result rare- 
ly occurs. The ribs in rooms and en- 
tries cannot be robbed or slopped when 
using permissible explosives, as they 
often arc when black powder is em- 
ployed. The permissible explosives will 
not mil ahead on the solid. In advance 
of the mining as will black powder. 
These explosive.-;, when properly used, 
do not scatter the coal over the gobo,

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The longest and most valuable fiber 
is picked one by hand In the mining 
pit. Facilities at the pit allow of tak- 
ing out 1,000 tons per clay, 10 lo 00 per 
cent, of which Is rejected as currying 
too little fiber to puv for lis extraction. 
The remainder Is carried by the tram 
curs to the crusher-house Where In two 
operations the rock is reduced to pass 
through a 1 Inch screen, and delivered 
by bucket elevators to revolving driers 
of the shell type.

The details involved In 
mining and grading the tiber were Suc- 
cessfully worked out by l-\ W. Item 
ami his associate William W. CrtVsby, 
mill engineers and architects. Boston, 
Mass. The No. 1 mill, which Is the lie- 
ginning or an extensive development, is 
completed. 

The structure w of slow burning

TOLD OF FAR 

NORTHERN RACE 

Point Barrow Eskimos Described Be- 
fore Boston Scientific 
Society 

An exceedingly interesting story of 
a far northern race of people, observed 
before the effects of civilization were 
noticeable in their culture, was tptit 
given by John Murdoch to the Boston 
Scientific Society recently. It was the 
experience of two years among such 
people that gave the basis for the lec- 
ture, the development of which was a 
discussion of how these uncivilized na- 
tives invented means for sustaining 
life and a comfortable life at that. 
The Eskimos of Point Harrow, the 
northwestern corner of the American 
continent, were the people under con- 
sideration. There had been Inter- 
course with tile whites that effected 
the adoption by them of firearms, 
cloth for tents and tobacco, but every- 
thing else was in aboriginal form. The 
country is a rolling, treeless waste, in 
summer a succession of swamps over- 
lying a substratum of ever-frozen 
earth, and in winter a windswept 
plain of snow and Ice. There are, 
no minerals and tlio land is barren ami 
moreover it is winter during eight 
months. 

Froni the driftwood of the great 
north (lowing rivers that Is deposited 
on the shores of their polar ocean, 
these natives get material lor the 
frames of their houses, sledges, and 
boats, and also their firewood. It is a 
matter of a good deal of time to col- 
lect pieces of the proper shape anil 
enough of them to form the frame 
of a boat. Their greatest resource is 



in tlie animal life.. birds In autumn and 
spring, reindeer, fish in the rivers and! 
the larger denizens ot' tlio setts, for 
these there are seals, walrusses und 
whales. The larger mammals include 
the polar, bear, that comer, to feed on 
the seals, 1 the wolves that follow the 
bears and ' the arctic foxes. Most of 
this material is from the sea. the 
whales, for example, giving not only 
food and oil, lint whalebone for. trade 
unci other bones for timbers to houses', 
so that the Eskimos virtually live on 
the shores. 

The clothing of ho other arctic peo- 
ple Is so well devised as is that of the 
Point Barrow Eskimo, and the speaker 
went 'quite deeply Into details of dress. 
He described methods or sewing, the 
needle being from a bone or the rein- 
deer; the thread, one of the sinews, 
and the material to bo sewed, the hide 
of tin- animal. Tin- women sew over 
and over and towards the left shoulder 
using a little linger cap witli a fold 
in it for thimble. Garments and boots 
xtre sewed, and for the latter Mr. Mur- 
doch had observed among these peo r 
pie the use ol a cushion within tlio 
boot at the sole made of shredded 
whalebone, giving warmth and resili- 
ency. 

Since the race depends for its live- 
lihood on the killing of wild animals, 
most of the inventions have been for 
this purpose. They were described in 
detail. Many forms of harpoons are 
there with detachable heads and flouts 
of inflated skins for tlie different kinds 
of hunting, the whale even being at- 
tacked by these people, who go out In 
skin boats to the chase, l-'or seals in 
tin- winter time there ore methods of 
catching by the net; The implements 
for the land animals were- numerous' 
and ingenious. There were tin-owing 
sticks and the bow and arrow. The 
sinew-backed bow is one of the pe- 
culiar inventions of this people. The 
wood for bows— only driftwood.— is very 
weak, but a method of re-enforclng 
them by means of sinews, they become 
tin- most powerful bows in the world, 
it being possible to shoot through a 
polar bear with a ftlnt-tlpped arrow, 
nf this peculiar Instrument .Mr. Mur- 
doch had made a model showing how 
tin- sinews are applied. 

Musi curious among the stories of 
tin- Irigeniousness of tin- people in their 
■hunting devices was the method of 
catching wolves. Whalebone bent into 
coils is concealed ill blubber that is 
frozen. The wolf gulps down these mor- 
sels and when the heal releases the 
whalebones they during, apart arid with 
their sharp points pierce the stomach 
of tin- animal and speedily kill him.

Order for Re-Argument of To- 
bacco and Standard Oil 
Suits Gives Speculators De 
gree of Encouragement 



NEW YORK, April 11.— Tliero was a 
sudden spasm of activity In the stock 
market today upon the announcement of 
re-assignment for argument before the 
supreme court of the American Tobacco 
and Standard Oil cases. . The action of 
the market reflected 'the assumption 
that an advantage for the corporations 
had boon gained. 

The buying of stocks was hurried and 
urgent, and rapidly advanced quotations. 
That It came largely from uncovered 
shorts was obvious, the professional 
bears having sold stocks In the early 
dealings on the rumor that a decision 
adverse to the American Tobacco com- 
pany would be handed down today. 
This mood of the speculation had been 
aggravated by the speech of tho attor- 
ney-general in Chicago on Saturday 
night, and by tho Intention there an- 
nounced to extend the scope of govern- 
ment prosecutions of corporations to 
the bltunjlnoun coal combination, and, 
lhferenUally, to others. It was gather- 
ed that tho government's programme 
was based largely on the outcome of tho 
two cases now postponed, and the post- 
ponement caused a revulsion of senti- 
ment from tho depression caused by the 
attorney-general's announcement. 

There was the additional considera- 
tion tiiat the re-opening of tho two lead- 
ing anti-trust cases Implied a balance of 
opinion in tho court itself that left the 
members unsatisfied to promulgate a 
decision In cases of such wide scope and 
importance. The Impression made on 
speculative sentiment was an increased 
chanco for a final judicial opinion ad- 
verse to a radical Interpretation of the 
anti-trust law. 

Tho demeanor of legal counsellors of 
the corporations involved conveyed tho 
same Impression. Tho delay in itself 
which must now occur in reaching a 
final decision in tho cases was accepted 
as a measure of relief from the condi- 
tions of suspense which the weokly ex- 
pectation of a possible decision has 
held over tho stock murket. 

Other considerations were submerged 
by tho Importance attached to the new 
position of the anti-trust cases. Pro- 
fessional operators had discovered evi- 
dence of an oversold condition of the 
market, revealed by the small floating 
supply offering. A stronger technical 
condition was inferred from this. The 
dropping tendency of grain and cotton 
prices gave force to favorable auguries 
of the crops. Further needed showers 
on the winter wheat belt strengthened 
this impression. 

Interest rates for time loans were ad- 
vanced again, and tho call loan rate 
Btnrted the week at 3 1-2 per cent, In- 
fluenced by both the bank statement of 
Saturday and tho belief that further 
gold engagements would be made for 
this week's steamer. None were an- 
nounced today, nnd tho foreign ex- 
change rate shows a yielding tondencv. 
The fact that the Bank of England se- 
cures the bulk of tho South African 
gold arriving In London without compe- 
tition bore on the situation. 

The statement of agricultural experts 
for March showed an Increase In value 
but a falling off In amount of cotton ex- 
ports compared with March Inst year, 
which served to alter the discrepancy 
from the normal of our export trade, 
which lias been glaring for many 
months. At the same time there were 
further arrivals of cotton, which Is be- 
ing re-Imported from Liverpool to re- 
lieve the threatened corner in May de- 
liveries of that commodity. 

The tone of tho bond market continu- 
ed Irregular, but there was some im- 
provement at some points. Intimations 
that further offerings of new issues 
were contemplated was taken to mean 
that tho surfeit was being relieved to 
some extent. Total sales, par value 
J2.27B.000. United States bonds were 
unchanged on call.

CHICAGO GRAIN MARKET.

CHICAGO, April 11. — Wheat had a 
break about one cent on opening trades, 
but had a rally after the opening 
break and late In the session there de- 
veloped very bearish feeling through 
the' entire trade and the new crop 
months at low point before the close, 
showed a break of two cents from the 
high and closing figures of Saturday.

Before the 
day was over, dispatches practically 
confirmed rain over a, large por- 
tion of Kansas, with Improvement in the 
crop promise over nil sections of the 
wheat bolt was such that any bullish- 
ness which came from western Kansas, 
and a few from Nebraska points ce- 
ceived little attention. The cinch bug 
stories from the southwest vanished 
as quickly as they came on Saturday. 
The recognized bull leaders in the trade 
failed to take a stand in supporting 
prices and this left the markot at the 
mercy of short sellers the last hour 
and wheat also came out on stop loss 
selling orders. Feeling in the trade 
appears to be completely reversed from 
the close of Saturday.

Temporary rallies will natu- 
rally occur from oversold pit conditions 
but those who pick the swells to sell 
any of these corn months will not wait 
long for profits.
